NL0:  What  Is  the  status  of 
freelance  submissions  to  Numis- 
matic News4} 

Harper:  Freelance  sub- 
missions at  this  point  are  reason- 
ably spotty.  The  activity  level  in 
the  whole  field  hss  been  sliding 
with  the  decline  in  collector 
interest. 

NL0:  What  8reyour  needs 
right  now?  Are  you  looking  for 
anything  specific? 

Harper:  I'm  not  looking  for 
anything  right  now.  The  last  free- 
lance piece  I bought  came  over  the 
transom  from  someone  I never 
even  heard  of  and  who  had  a "Cir- 
culation Finds"  article  from  a 
collector  point  of  view  that  was 
sufficiently  different  and  in- 
triguing. I bought  it  and  hopefully 
material  of  that  nature  will  con- 
tinue to  flow  in. 

The  nature  of  the  material  that 
I have  been  publishing  lately  has 
pretty  much  been  material  gener- 
ated by  demand,  or  commission- 
ed, rather  than  the  actual  purchase 
of  freelance  material. 

Various  numismatic  publi- 
cations seem  to  be  evolving  their 
own  particular  stable  of  writers. 
We  have  ours  and  other  publi- 
cations have  theirs. 

NL0:  What  kind  of  focus  are 
you  looking  for  now?  More  hard 
news  or  are  you  still  looking  for 
that  exciting  and  intriguing 
feature? 

Harper:  I'm  still  looking  for 
that  exciting  and  intriguing 
feature.  As  far  as  freelance  sub- 
missions are  concerned,  hard  news 
is  not  needed  at  all.  We  have  a very 
good  news  gathering  capability.  As 
far  as  freelance  submissions  are 
concerned,  a new  angle  to  the 


old  favorite  themes  is  still 
preferred... 

NL0:  For  example? 

Harper:  If  someone  has  a new 
way  of  looking  at  Trade  Dollars  I'll 
take  a good  look  at  it.  If  someone 
has  one  on  why  gold  coinage  mint- 
age was  so  high  toward  the  end  of 
the  gold  coinage  issuing  period,  I'll 
look  at  that.  Just  anything  that 
puts  a new  polish  on  an  old 
subject. 

NL0:  What  kind  of  quality 
coverage  are  you  looking  for  -- 
in-depth  or  something  super- 
ficial? 

Harper:  I have  a great  deal  of 
interest  and  respect  for  scholarly 
material  but,  generally  speaking, 
most  of  the  material  that  we  have 
and  have  published  is  the  once- 
over lightly  look  at  each  of  the 
various  areas  of  the  hobby.  We  do 
not  have  the  ability  to  come  up 
with  original  research  on  an  on- 
going basis.  There  just  isn't  that 
much  out  there.  There  are  also 
many  other  publications  that  are 
much  better  suited  to  a research 
approach.  I have  to  look  at  my 
readership , and  as  a rule  of 
thumb,  many  of  our  readers  turn- 
over every  three  years  or  so.  That 
being  the  case,  we  constantly  have 
to  reintroduce  them  to  all  of  the 
major  topic  areas. 

NLO:  What  are  your  needs 
from  Guild  members  on  the  basis 
of  July , August  and  Septemeber? 

Harper:  The  summer  months 
are  very  light  as  far  as  editor  ial 
material  demand  is  concerned.  We 
are  a very  seasonal  hobby  and 
moreso  since  part  of  the  invest- 
ment boom  has  been  elminated.  I 
can't  say  as  we  have  any  specific 
requirements  at  this  point.

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NLG:  How  about  the  fall  Into 
the  winter? 

Harper:  I’m  looking  for  new 
ideas. 

NL6:  Are  there  any  "warmer" 
areas  for  reader  interest? 

Harper:  As  a newspaperman,  I 
don’t  try  to  anticipate  what’s  going 
to  be  hot  or  lead  my  readers  in 
their  tastes.  I have  to  follow  them 
and  hopefully  I’m  good  at  reading 
trends  and  jump  on  it  early. 

NLG:  What  do  you  see  as  a 
trend  for  the  future? 

Harper:  I think  that  the  fall 
will  likely  be  dominated  with  the 
winding  up  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty 
program  and  the  beginning  of  the 
U.S.  bullion  coin  issues,  both  the 
gold  and  silver.  Perhaps  parallels 
can  be  drawn  with  the  introduction 
of  bullion  coinage  and  silver  dol- 
lars --  especially  silver  dollars 
--to  the  introduction  of  Morgan 
coinage  in  1 878.  Essentially  that 
silver  coinage  was  a subsidy  to  the 
Western  mining  interests  and  the 
present  U.S.  silver  bullion  coinage 
is  a subsidy  to  the  Western  mining 
interests.  If  someone  wants  to  put 
pen  to  paper  and  draw  that  para- 
llel , well  that  sounds  good  to  me! 

NLG:  As  a professional  jour- 
nalist, what  positive  role  does  the 
NLG  play  in  the  hobby/industry? 

Harper:  The  NLG  plays  a very 
important  role  in  the  hobby/in- 
dustry because  the  membership  is 
very  inter-connected,  interde- 
pendent and  we  spend  an  8wful 
amount  of  time  talking  among  our- 
selves evaluating  what  the  future 
trends  might  be  or  what’s  going  on 
in  the  hobby. 

As  far  as  our  relationship  to  a 
general  numismatic  readership, 
the  only  major  impact  that  I see  is 


solely  through  the  output  of  the 
membership  in  terms  of  the 
printed  word.  I don’t  believe  that 
the  NLG  has  a very  high  profile 
among  non-members.  That  does  not 
mean  that  it  isn’t  an  important  or- 
ganization, it  just  means  that  the 
needs  of  the  organization  are  such 
that  it  services  the  membership 
(of  the  hobby)  in  a much  more 
unpublicized  way. 

NLG:  How  do  you  believe  that 
the  NLG  can  put  its  best  foot 
forward  with  the  hobby  nation- 
wide? 

Harper:  I assume  putting 
their  best  foot  forward  would  mean 
continuing  to  have  their  members 
produce  the  quality  of  material 
they've  been  noted  for. 

NLG:  But  you  8S  an  editor , for 
instance,  wouldn't  put  a "NLG"  tag 
line  on  bylines.  So  how  are  readers 
to  indentify  NLGers  from  your 
other  writers? 

Harper:  That's  a good  question. 
It's  been  a policy  of  Numismatic 
News  not  to  recognize  organiza- 
tions and  their  titles  other  than 
the  most  commonly  accepted  ones. 
Perhaps  (this  policy)  ought  to  be 
reevaluated.  At  this  point  I don't 
see  any  changes  coming. 

NLG:  Do  you  think  "image 
advertising"  would  be  beneficial  to 
the  NLG? 

Harper:  If  they’re  looking  for 
a higher  profile,  it  certainly 
would  be  of  benefit.  As  far  as  gen- 
erating assignments  for  their 
members,  I don't  believe  sn  image 
ad  would  be  worth  the  expenditure. 

NLG:  How  many  of  your  stable 
of  writers  are  members  of  the 
NLG? 

Harper:  I don't  really  know.  1

Harper:  On  the  contrary,  the 
demand  for  Paul  Greene  interviews 
has  been  as  great  as  it  ever  was. 
However,  there  have  been  some 
special  editorial  needs  for  Numis- 
matic News  that  have  carried  the 
interviews  off  into  interviewing 
individuals  who  aren't  in  the  deal- 
er community  I wouldforseea 
return  very  shortly  to  the  straight

Nl.G:  If  I came  up  with 
something  of  interest  on  an 
interview  basis  and  submitted  it  to 
you,  and  it  wasn't  an  interview 
that  Paul  Greene  has  done,  would 
you  be  open  to  its  reception? 

Harper:  In  a word,  no.  I'm  not 
looking  for  interview  format 
articles  simply  because  Paul 
Greene  has  become  identified  with 
them  and  I have  a policy  that  once 
one  of  my  writers  becomes  suc- 
cessfully identified  with  a given 
form , I'rn  going  to  let  him  handle  it 
on  an  exclusive  basis. 

Nl.G:  What's  the  best  way  to

Harper:  I'd  rather  have  a 
letter  of  query  first. 

Nl  G:  What  are  the  standard 
pay  rates  for  Numismatic  News?

give  its  readership  within  a con- 
venient package  a roundup  glimpse 
of  all  of  the  news  that  affects  them 
and  also  a convenient  package  of 
prices  in  our  ''Coin  Market"  price 
guide 

NLG:  How  is  this  focus  dif- 
ferent from  its  chief  competitor, 
Coin  World  ? 

Harper:  Coin  World  can  be 
considered  a newspaper  of  record 
whereas  the  editorial  thrust  of  all 
the  Krause  publications  has  been 
to  segment  the  audience.  Numis- 
matic News'  focus  is  strictly  U S. 
coin  oriented,  we  leave  the  paper 
money  coverage  with  Bank  Note 
Reporter , and  put  the  world  coin 
coverage  in  World  Coin  News.  So 
we  don't  have  the  advantage  of 
being  a single  package.  We  are 
definitely  a much  more  highly 
specialized  and  highly  focused 
publication 

NLG:  How  do  you  perceive  the 
evolution  of  Numismatic  News 
over  the  past  1 0 years  and  where's 
it's  going  to  evolve  to  1 0 years 
from  now? 

Harper:  The  last  1 0 years  has 
seen  the  emergence  of  the  investor 
and  Numismatic  News  and  its 
readership  recognized  the  fact  that 
the  investor  has  become  an  eco- 
nomic force  in  the  market  whether 
you  like  it  or  not.  Investor  dollars 
are  bidding  up  the  prices  of  tra- 
ditional collector  coins.  And  so  we 
have  to  continue  to  treat  them  ss 
an  on-going  news  phenomenon 
Some  of  our  readers  consider 
themselves  primarily  investors, 
most,  I believe,  still  consider 
themselves  collectors.  And  there's 
a fair  ly  large  portion  of  our 
audience  that  consider  themselves 
investor-collectors.  And  we  will 
continue  to  report  the  news  as  it 
develops  over  the  next  10  years. 

We  have  embarked  upon  a 
period  where  the  collector  seems 
to  be  coming  back  into  his  own.  And

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see  a more  balanced  approach  to 
numismatics  Whereas  in  1980  we 
witnessed  a market  that  was  driv- 
en and  dominated  by  investors,  in 
the  last  six  years  or  so  we've  seen 
the  reassertion  of  the  collector  in 
the  marketplace  and  in  the  next  1 0 
years  the  collectors  will  continue 
to  reassert  themselves  in  the 
market  we'll  be  there  to  cater  to 
their  needs. 

NLO:  What  areas  exist  in 
which  club  newsletter  editors 
could  improve  so  you  could  better 
utilize  their  publications  as  news 
sources? 

Harper:  I have  found  that  the 
newsletters  of  organizations  are 
very  helpful  in  gleaning  news. 

We  obtained  a scoop  on  a new 
Israeli  issue  from  a club  bulletin. 

I have  a great  deal  of  respect  for 
the  effort  and  quality  of  the  organ- 
izational issues.  As  far  as  im- 
proving them  is  concerned,  I think 


that's  up  to  each  individual  organ- 
ization. Each  one  of  the  issues  is 
directed  to  a specific  audience  and 
they're  much  more  able  to  recog- 
nize what  they  need  and  want  than  I 
am  sitting  here  in  lola. 

But  newsletters  is  a good 
question.  As  an  area,  it  is  one  of 
the  fastest  growing  --  especially 
in  the  investment  field  --  and  I 
think  that  NL6  members  would  be 
missing  a bet  if  they  chose  to 
ignore  the  many  investment  ad- 
visory letters  and  image  letters 
that  are  now  being  produced  by 
coin  dealers  and  other  individuals 
involved  with  numismatics.  Here's 
a new  medium  for  their  output  and 
I would  encourage  all  NL6  mem- 
bers to  look  at  them  very  closely 
to  see  what  opportunities  lie 
within  them  for  their  work.
